when M. Kennedy managed to have the Chicago, Burlington &

Quincy Railroad routed through Arlington; and

VWHEREAS, In 1867, Arlington boasted a popul ation of 1,586
peopl e and was honme to 3 dry goods stores, 1 grocery store, 1
clothing store, 1 hotel, 3 doctors, 3 churches, 2 school
buil dings, 1 drug store, and a steamm|l|l; in 1901, the first
financial institution offered its services when the Arlington

Exchange Bank was chartered; and
